number of years, was arrested ou 
Wednesday ou complaint of his wife, 
for assaulting her and one of herchil- 
dreu. He had been drinking heavily for 
Borne time past and since last June had 
heeu ou probation. About one o'clock 
Wednesday te was arrested and locked 
up. At G o'clock he was given his 
meal and at 8 o'clock wheo the olllcer 
ou duty made hia rounds, of iuspectiou 
fuuud the prisouer lying ou the floor of 
his cell with his suspenders tied urouud 
his ueck. Captain Garuett was sum- 
moned and on examining the 
body 


found it warm. 
Medical assistance 


wae sent for but it was too late, life was 
extinct. 


Blake, after tying the suspenders 


about his neck, lifted himself to the 
top bars of hie iron cell door and then 
let Ins body hang until the suspetiders 
gave way and his body dropped to the 
floor. Permission was given by the 
medical examiner for the removal of 
the body.

ou Merton road aud threw the washing 
into the street and took his baby boy, 
James, lees than » year old aud threw 
him from the piazza to the sidewalk . 
The little one was not seriously injured^ 
and was cared for by kind neighbors. 


The wife was distracted wheu called 


to the police statiou Wednesday night, 
aud told the police of the trials and 
abuses she had had to undergo. Wed- 
utsday, Mrs Blake stated her husband 
left the house aud said he was going 
down street to buy a revolver to shoot 
her aud himself. She was very much 
afraid of her husband, fearing not only 
her life, but that of tier children, one 
of whom is an invalid. 


Of lale Blake has been tending auto- 


mobiles at a garage ou East Bowery 
etrtet, but be was not steady In his 
work, aud 'the whole support of the 
family fell on the wife, who 
has 


worktd hard to" get food for her little 
ones.

The many friends of Mr. Cie«rge A. 


Ultleiield in ibis city were shocked on 
Tuesday to learn of his sudden deatii 
at his home in Providence. Few, if 
any, knew of his sickness aud until 
Sunday it was not considered <erious 
even by his family. 
Mr. Littletield 


was formerly superintendent of schools 
of this city, where he had a host of 
friend?. He continued his warm friend- 
ship with the Newport people up to 
the time of his death. The immediate 
cause of deatii was blood poisoning 
from the effects of an ulcerated tooth. 


George A-. Littlelield was born iu 


Chelsea, Mass., Feb. 11. 1851, and was, , 
therefore, Iu the ob'tli year of his age at 
the rime of bis death, lie received his 
early education iu the public schools of 
his native city, aud after taking a thor- 
ough preparatory course entered Har- 
vard College, graduating in the class of 
1878, 
of which the late (Jov. Russell 


aud former Lieut. Gov. Bull-were also 
members., He was preparea for ad- 
mission to the bar under the tutorship 
of Prof. Wellmau of the Bostou Law 
School, and he passed successfully the 
examination for the bar of that city, 
to which he would have been admitted 
had he not pieviously become u citizen 
of this State. 


He came to Newport iu 1882 as super- 


intendent of schools aud remained here 
seven years. He" was popular with 
every oua aud made' one of the best 
superintendents Newport ever had. He 
was also a ge-ntiemau who took an in- 
terest in everything that pertained to 
Newport's welfare. While here he was 
twice elected president of the American 
Educational Association, the oldest aud 
oue of the largest teachers' associations 
iu the country; and twice he succeeded 
iu having the annual conventions held 
iu Newpoit. These were the largest 
conventions ever held here. 


Mr. Littlefield went from here to 


Providence in 1889 to take the prltici- 
pulship of the State Normal School, 
which position he held for three years. 
He commenced the practice of law soon 
after going to Providence. ' Previous to 
coming to Newport he was supervisor 
(if schools iu Bostou. 
After being ad- 


mitted to the bar in Providence his 
practice became lucrative and at the 
time of his death few lawyers in that 
city had a better practice. 


That he was popular iu Jiis adopted 


city is proved from Ibe fact that he had 
been both a member of the <:ity couu- 
cil and also was several times elected to • 
the General Assembly: He was a bril- 
liant orator and was always a popular 
speaker in all political campaigns, as 
well as ou the lecture platform. He 
has spoken. In this city many times- 
and his addresses on Daniel Webster 
and Abraham Lincoln will not be soon 
forgotten. He was a memher of many 
clubs aud associations, iu all of which 
he took a prominent part. 


He was iuitiated into Free Masonry 


In this city and took all his Masonic 
degrees here. He was a member of St. 
Paul's Lodge, No. 14, A. Fi & A.' M., 
Newport Royal Arch Chapter aud 
Washiugtou Comrnandery. After leav- 
lug here he took demits "from these 
bodies and joined St. John's Lodge iu 
Providence, and St. John's Command- 
ery. In this latter body he was for 
several years its prelate, aud -at the 
time of bis death he was its Eminent 
Commander. 


He was -married In 1879 to Mies 


Emma Warren Bancroft of Maldeu, 
Mass., a distant relative to George Ban- 
croft, the historian, and is survived by 
a widow and flve children, Catherine, 
Frances, James Bancroft, Henry Willis 
aud Ivory. James Littlefield was asso- 
ciated with his father in law matters. 
Henry Willis Littlefield is in business 
in Texas and Ivory is a student at 
Brown Uuiversity. 


The funeral took place yesterday from 


the Cenlral Congregational Church in 
Providence aud was largely attended, 
many going from this city. 


George A. Littlefield was the son of 


of James L. and Frances Blair Little- 
lield. His mother' was the sister of the 
father of former U. S. Senator Blair of 
New Hampshire. His father died wheu 
he was very young and he was thrown 
on his own resources. That he made 
good use of his time and abilities is 
amply evidenced by his career since ar- 
riving at the age of manhood.

Jnilinate knowledge of 
government affairs and experience iu 
handling them are plants of slow 
growth, and It in a decided loss to the 
couutry when a true and tried Heuator 
is displaced. 


&)ork to Begin. 


The Isthmian Uanal Commission has 


Issued specifications for bids to furnish 
Chinese labor for the construction of 
the Pauama (Jannl. Bidders are in- 
vited to supply 2,500 coolies, though 
with the proviso that the commission 
may call for additional laborers iu the 
future not to exceed 2,000 per month. 
Proposals are to be received not later 
than September 20, aud are to be ex- 
pressed in terms of hourly wages, pay- 
able iu gold currency of the United 
States or its equivalent, and are to 
cover a period of nut leas than two 
years, which may be extended. 
The 


Chinese laborers will be required to 
work ten hours a day, aud overtime iu 
excess of ten hours aud all work doue 
ou Sundays aud holidays are to be 
paid for at the rate of time and » half. 
The laborers supplied under the con- 
tracts must be furnished within the 
canal zoue on or before January 7 next. 
They are to be subjected to physical iu- 
spectlon and personal identification at 
the expense of tbe Canal Commission. 
Individual laborers are subject to dis- 
charge for cause at any time b; tbe 
chief engineer of tbe canal work, and 
when discharged are to be deported by 
the contractors.

Public Ownership of Railroads 
The railroad question Is also 
inter- 


woven with the trust question. Nearly 
all the private monopolies have re- 
ceived rebates or* secured other advan- 
tages over 
competitors. 
Absolute 


equality of treatment at the hmids nf 
the railroads would go far 
toward 


crippling the trusts, and I rejoice that 
the president has had the courage to 
press this question 
upon congress. 


While the law, as it 'was flnally dis- 
torted by the senate, is not all that could 
be wished, it deserves a fair trial 


I have already reached the conclu- 


sion that railroads partake so much 
of the nature of a monopoly that they 
must ultimately become public prop- 
erty and be managed by public officials 
In the Interest of the whole community. 
In accordance with 
the well-defined 


theory that public ownership is neces- 
sary where competition is impossible. 


Believing, however, that the opera- 


tion of all the railroads by'the federal 
government would result in a central- 
ization which would all but obliterate 
state lines. I prefer to see only tbe trunk 
lines operated by the federal govern- 
ment, and the local lines by the several 
state governments. Some have opposed 
this dual ownership as impracticable, 
but investigation In Europe has con- 
vinced me that it is entirely practicable. 


Mora About Trusts 


Just a word more in regard to the 


trusts. 
Some defend them on the 


ground that they are an economic de- 
velopment and that tbey cannot be pre- 
vented without great injury to our in- 
dustrial system. 
This 
may he an- 


swered in two ways. First, trusts area 
political development, rather than an 
economical one: aud. second, the trust 
system cannot be permitted to continue 
even though if did result in a net eco- 
nomic gain. 


Landlordism, the curse of Europe, Is 


an Innocent institution in comparison 
with the trust, when the trust Is car- 
ried to its legiei! e?i"*tusion. The man 
who argues "that there Is ail economic 
advantage in private monopoly Is aid- 
ing socialism. The socialist asserting 
the raonomlc superiority of the 
mo- 


nopoly, insists that-lts benefits shall ac- 
crue to the whole people, and his con- 
clusion cannot he denied If the 
supe- 


riority of monopoly is admitted. 


Altitude of Democrat.

THE! BOY ASD HIS FATHER. 


While as a people we share a becom- 


ing Interest in the vast material val- 
ues annually produced on the myriad 
farms of tbe country hi the shape of 
bumper crops of gram and thorough- 
bred stock, there IB not one of all these 
things that possesses tbe real value or 
concerns the future welfare of the com- 
munity, stateor nation as does the clean, 
honest, Industrious and reliable boy of. 
eighteen years. The price of all other 
farm products fluctuates—Is up or down 
to correspond with the varying de- 
mand—but for the hoy of the kind 
mentioned there Is an ever Increasing 
call to do the world's work. In view 
at tbli situation it Is worth while to 
(IT* to tbe boy that painstaking core 
and Interest that will enable htm to 
supply the country's demand for men. 
While It would be difficult to measure 
the Impress of the mother's Influence, 
w* would say a word here concerning 
the boy and bis father, for the cases 
are all too numerous where beyond the 
age .of ten the lad is prone to follow 
the example, of his father rather than 
to abide by the precept of his mother. 
It Is natural, but a matter both of con- 
gratulation and regret, that the boy 
looks up to the father as he does. 
While there are exceptions to the rale, 
It U not reasonable to expect that the 
boy is going to realize any higher type 
of manhood than the father exempli- 
fies, and he Is shortsighted aud unrea- 
sonable who condemns In the boy what 
he allows In himself. Boy nature does 
not overlook the insincerity of such an 
attitude. 
The early establishing of 


a bond of Interest and comradeship not 
only conduces to the highest satisfac- 
tion on the part of the parent, but Is 
favorable to the development of that 
affection and regard on the part of the 
son which never leaye him, but which 
tend to develop In him a filial grati- 
tude that will make the father's declin- 
ing years cheery and golden as they 
come and go. Raise pure bred stock, 
the best possible to get, but dont over- 
look the boy. In a fundamental and 
last analysis everything else raised on 
the farm, however good or useful, Is 
mere trash compared with him. A fine 
type of manhood—this is primary. And 
every farm home In tlie land should 
furnish Its quota to supply n never sat- 
isfied demand. 


HESOVATING STRAWBERRY BSD. 
The strawberry bed at the end of the 


first season's cropping often furnishes 
a perplexing problem in part because 
the plants may be too thick and be- 
cause weeds may have crept lu. In 
such cases we. have found It advanta- 
geous to take a sharp scythe and cut 
both plants and weeds close to the 
ground and then plow and ruttle out all 
but about a six Inch strip of the roots 
in the middle of the strawberry row. 
If the land is not rich and strong well 
rotted manure may be spread over the 
whole bed and raked In. The bed will. 
look very sick following such treat- 
ment, but in a short time the roots left 
undisturbed will throw out new shoots 
and runners, and by the time frost 
eotnes you will have a practically new 
bed. Wliile this plan may be followed 
to advantage with some beds at tho 
bnd of a second year's cropping, we 
have usually plowed up the bed after 
the second year's cropping and planted 
to turnips about the 1st nf August 


We remember, realizing some $13 one 


full from a patch of turnips that were 
sowed on a strawberry bed one by 
eight rods in size and plowed up about 


Aug. 
1. Potatoes were $1.25 in Octo- 


ber of that year, and the turnips 
brought 40 cents per_bushel.

DRY FARMING? 


Hzvlanutlon of the Principles ol the 


Campbell System. 


What western people have become 


accustomed to null tlie "Campbell sys- 
tem of dry farmiiiK" consists simply in 
the exercise of intelligence, care, pa- 
tience aud tireless industry. It differs 
In detail from the good farming meth- 
ods practiced and taught at the various 
Agricultural experiment stations, but 
tte underlying priuciplea are the same. 


These principles are two in number: 


First, to keep the surface of the land 
under cultivation loose and finely pul- 
verized. Thi» 'forms a soli mulch that 
permits the rains and melting snows to 
percolate readily through to the com- 
pacted soil beneath and that at tbe 
same time' prevents the moisture stored 
In tbe ground from being brought to 
the surface by capillary attraction, to 
b» absorbed by the hot, dry air. The 
second Is to keep the subsoil finely pul- 
verised and firmly compacted, Increas- 
ing Its water.holding capacity and Its 
capillary attraction and placing It In 
the be»t possible physical condition for 
the germination of seed and the devel- 
opment of plant roots. The dry farm- 
er thus stores water not In dams and 
artificial reservoirs, but right where It 
can bs reached by the roots of growing 
crops. 


Though tbew principles a rainfall of 


twelve Inches can be conserved so ef- 
fectively that it will produce better re- 
sults than are usually expected of an 
annual precipitation 
of twenty-four 


Inches In humid America. The discov- 
erer and demonstrator of these prin- 
ciples deserves to rank among the 
greatest of national benefactors.

grass grow where only one grew before, 
but he has made It possible to cover 
with wheat and corn, alfalfa and other 
useful crops tens of thousands of square 
miles of fertile land on which nothing 
but'sagebrush, cacti, Kansas sunflow-

There are still a good many tallies in

He says that the 
term "Jehovah," the ineffable tetru- 
grammnton. is never 'pronounced 
'•>• 


many Israelites. They use ttiu won! 
"Adouoi," which signifies "the Lord." 
The translators of the Bible followed 
this custom, rendering the word "Jeho- 
vah" as "Lord." In ancient times the 
Pharisees replaced the tetragramma- 
ton by Shetn. 
They used "Sheuio," 


which Is also Biblical, as the sacreil 
name, and this name is yet retained 
to some extent among the Jews. But 
it would appiar from passages in the 
Psalms that Adouol, or Lord, for Jeho- 
vah was more ancient even than the 
times of the Pharisees. It thus occurs 
eight times in -Psalm Ixxxiv. 
It also 


appears in the book of Exodus, where 
"Jehovah" had been used lu the orig- 
inal Hebrew. This substitution would 
jseem to be older than any other, and 
It Is yet common among all Jews.

Block Island. 


The worst electrical storm that baa 


visited Block Island within tbe mem- 
ory of the oldest inhabitant swept over 
this place shortly after one o'clock last 
Friday 
morning. 
Eight 
buildings 


were struck, a large baru and 
hay 


stack were set ou flre aud burned to 
the ground, aud the telephone system 
was put out of uoinmlssiou. The ex- 
citement at the hotels and cottages 
was Intense and there was but little 
sleep anywhere after midnight. 


The storm lasted about an hour aud 


during thia time the electrical display 
was continuous aud vivid. At times 
the air seemed full of flre, so closely 
did the vivid flashes of lightning 
follow each other. 


The most serious damage done by the 


storm came early iu ics career. The 
lightning had beeu playing but a few 
moments when a bolt struck the barn 
of Town Clerk Edward P. Champliu. 
Almost immediately a sheet of flame 
burst 
out through 
the roof. Mr. 


Champliu and his family, as well as 
the rest of the neighbors, had beeu 
awakened by tbe fury of thB storm, 
aud the terrific report that accompauled 
the striking of the barn apprised them 
that something near by had suffered. 
Acordiugly they lost no time as soou as 
the blaze showed In doing what they 
could to save the contents of the struc- 
ture. Iu the burn were 20 head of flue 
cattle aud several tons of hay. The 
building itself was a large one, and 
had beeu constructed at a comparative- 
ly recent date. Neighbors rallied to the 
scene, and by the hardest kind of work 
succeeded lu'gettiug all of tbe cattle to 
a place of safety. 


It was evident from the. first that 


with the limited facilities at hand the 
barn was doomed, aud indeed it was 
but a few moments before it was one 
mass of flame. Besides the hay a num- 
ber of wagons, farming implements, 
etc., were destroyed, the whole causing 
a loss estimated at several thousand 
dollars. 


While Mr. Champlin's baru was 


burning, another 
bolt of lightning 


struck theliay stack belonging to Wm. 
Hull and soon that, too, was burning 
fiercely, tbe flames lighting up the 
sky so that the reflection could be seen 
upon the mainland. 


The house of Lovell H. Dickens was 


struck, a bed set ou fire aud the family 
deg which had taken refuge under it 
instantly killed. 


The Pilot Hill House, owned by 


Guerdon Millikiu, was also struck, the 
bolt entering uiue rooms and doiug 
considerable damage to the dwelling 
and furniture, tbe family narrowly es- 
caping injury. 


The Central House, Feuuer Ball's 


Cottage, aud Wm. P. Hall's house also 
suffered from the storm. It is a uote- 
worthy, fact that amid such general 
disturbances and so many narrow es- 
capes, no individual suffered any seri- 
ous injury, though all were thoroughly 
frightened aud hope never to see its 
like again.

During the week ceuteriug on 
Sept. 4, I expect a tropical hurricane on 
tbe Caribbean sea and the Gulf of Mex- 
ico. I'am uot able to more definitely 
locute these severe storms.
